BOARDING BCHOOLS. 

Mr. Somlin obtained leave to intro- 
duce a Bill to Amend the School Act to 
meet the requirements of the boarding 
school system.

NEW BILLS. 

Hon. Mr. Waikein obtained lenve to 
introduce the following bills: 
The "Ferry's Act, 1871." 
The "The Esooution against Lands Act, 

18 Tho "Real Estate Tax Amendment Act, 

All of which woro read a first tuna. 

CAPITALIZATION. 

Mr. Smith moved the following resolu- 
tion: 

That whereas the subsidy uf f 13,000 1b about to bo 
capitalized for a certain lump sum of money; and 
Whereas it is expedient tor tins House to understand 
the actual llntuclal position of this Province before 
capitalizing said subsidy :— 

Toerefore, bell Bssolved, That an humble Address, 
lie presented tu His Honor the kUutenant-Govornor, 
nrajlng His Honor. to cause to hare laid before tins 
Houso a summary Statement of the financial position 
«f this Provineo on the lilst of Deeembee, 13i3. 

In moving this resolution, Mr. Smith 
B»id he thought it necessary that before 
•tarting on tho voyage of capitalization 
we should know tho port from which wo 
should start. 

Mr. Robinson seconded. 

Mr. Robertson did not understand the 
preamble. What was meant by capitali- 
zing the sum of §18, OLIO? 

Mr. Smith— I mean the interest on 
$945,000— $48,000, which it is proposed 
to take out of our subsidy from the Do- 
minion Government. 

Mr. Humphreys quite approved of the 
the resolution, believing that, before we 
undertook to borrow money, we should 
know exactly how wo stand. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that tho pre- 
amble bound tho House to contract the 
loan. If tho preamble were knocked out 
he could see no objection to the resolu- 

Mr. Smith removed tho preamble and 
the resolution passed. 

QUE»NELLE BBIDOE. 

Mr. Huntor asked tho Hon. Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works the fol- 
lowing question: What was the date and 
nature of ft certain promise, in accord- 
ance with which tho charter for bridge 
tat Forks of Quesnelle was renewed, 
^gainst the express wishes of the people 
of that district. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven, not having time to 
look tho question up, asked for a post- 
ponement. 

jurors' fees. 

Mr. Puck asked the Hon. Attorney- 
General the following question: Is it the 
intention of tho Government to bring in 
n Bill to amend tlie ".Jurors' Fees Act," 
no that all Jurors summoned and actual- 
ly attending Court shall be entitled to the 
name fees and allowances ? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied that it was 
not the intention of tho Government to 
do 80 at present. 

BAILWAT LAND SALES. 

Mr. Robson asked the Hon. Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works the fol- 
lowing question: Under what authority 
wore lauds situated in the Quamichan 
District, and consequently within the 
Railway Resorve, sold to settlers subse- 
quently to the reservation being made ? 

Hon. Mr. Beaven replied that the land 
-was sold under authority of an Order in 
Council to MoLayand Bly because the 
parties had pre-empted it previous to the 
reservation being made.

Hon. Dr. Ash laid before the House 
returns of all correspondence bearing on 
the location of the Boarding School.

I10AD TAX REPEAL BILL. 

This Bill camo up for second reading. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem rose and said that 
' the practice of members introducing a 
bill for repoil of a tax, v\a; discounter 
nanced in England. He read from Todd 
445, in support of this position, and ask- 
ed how a Government was to bo safe in 
arranging its expenditure if private mem- 
bers were to be allowed to introduce bills 
to ropeal taxation. Tho abstract right of 
tho members to do so was unquestioned, 
but it was stronuously resisted by Gov- 
ernment as embarrassing them and load- 
ing to tlo abolition of all taxation. He 
instanced several cases where the princi- 
ple was oombattod in England, notably 
tho tax on hops, paper, fire insurance, and 
malt. Tho Road Tax showed about $7- 
000 or $8,000 to its credit, and if this 
woro withdrawn, tho Estimates must be 
recousidered and refrained. The revenue, 
nt best, was a small one. If this princi- 
ple was admitted, thero was nothing to 
provent a bill being introduced to take 
oiTth o tax on mining licences, and so on 
until wo woro stripped of all our revenue 
«xoopt that which wo recoivo from Canada; 
if this principlo was carried out hero, tho 
functions of the Government must cease. 
He read tho etrugglo of Mr. Sheridan to 
have the duty on firo nnd ma- 
rina insurances ropoalod. Under rule 
93 of our Btandiug orders, it was provided 
that the established usages of tho House 
Common* of Groat Britain should bo fol- 



lowod in all unprovided cases, and ho 
asked tho Speaker to now rule whether it 
was competent for a private member to 
introduco a nioasuro of this kind. Ho 
(Mr, Walkem) having been asked by the 
Speaker the other day if a private mem- 
ber had this power, had replied] "yos" 
Since then ho had ascertained that tho 
practice was not according to the usage 
of the Parliament of Great Britian. , 

Mr. Humphreys had listened very at- 
tentively to tho remarks of thohou. Attor- 
ney-General and had become convinced 
that the question was a very important 
one. Tho hou gentleman had argued as 
a lawyer, not as a statemau. Ho hud, in- 
deed, shown that Mr. Gladstone had op- 
posed the repeal of taxes, but the right 
of tno members was not questioned. Was 
there a single instance cited wherein the 
bill was ruled out of order? No, Bir. 
And hence it was wrong to place the 
Speaker in a false position. (Hear.) The 
Speaker had already decided that tho Bill 
was in order, and in that decision ho was 
supported by tho hon. Attorney-General. 
Tho right remains iu tho hands of tho 
members of this House to adopt or vote 
this bill down. In tho cases cited thero 
was no reference to tho Speaker. Mr. 
Gladstono simply appealed to his follow- 
ers in tho House of Commons to vote the 
motions down. If tho principle advanced 
by tho Attorney-General were carried 
out the rights of' private members was 
gone forever. He defied tho lion, gentle - 
mon opposito to quote a siuglo instance 
of an appeal to the Speaker in 
such a case and ho held that the Speaker 
had no right to determine this question. 

Mr. Smiths agreed with the hon, mem- 
ber for Lillooet and quite understood the 
position tho hon. Attorney-General had 
taken. It Mould bo very convenient if 
ho could get rid of this question by 
shouldering the responsibility on the 
Speaker. The special pleading of the 
Attorney-General only showed that the 
House had the right, and he (Mr.Smithe) 
called on lion, members to take a fan- 
stand and not surrender tho right. 

Mr. Somlin announced that ho would 
support tho Bill. 

Mr. Robson said that the Speaker had 
already ruled that tho Bill was iu order, 
and tho Attorney-General had supported 
that ruling. He therefore expressed his 
surprise that tho hon. Attorney-General 
should turn round and ask the Speaker 
to decide that it was not in order to choke 
off tho measure. Every instance cited by 
the Attorney-General proved tho case 
against him; tho Speaker was never asked 
to rule on the question once. Tho prin- 
ciple was opposed by tho Chancellor of 
tho Exchequer on tho seoro of inconveni- 
ence. Iu carrying us to tho House of 
Commons tho Attorney-General had es- 
tablished himself a case against himself; 
although he (Mr. Robson) doubted the 
propriety of binding us down to the rules 
and usages of tho British House of Com- 
mons. This Government had closed its 
ears to grievances; it had inaugurated no 
fiscal policy; it had suffered itself to drift 
on for another year end still they hang 
upon tho figment of a system of Govern- 
ment that uas dead. This was the worst 
point against this Government, because 
it had done so in tho faco of popular dis- 
satisfaction. Tho Government ought to 
bo ashamed to come before tho House un- 
prepared with a fiscal policy, and it was 
all tho more incumbent on private mem 
hers to strike away the most objectionable 
features in taxation and thus compel the 
Government to bring down a proper fiscal 
policy. He (Mr. Robson J understood 
tnat this Bill was intended to sweep away 
tho Road Tax on tho Island as well us on 
the Mainland. The Ministry woro the 
paid servants of tho people — and well- 
paid, too — and if they will not obey their 
employers, they had* better vacate their 
situations. (Cheers and laughter.) Public 
opinion was pronounced against this tax, 
and ho hoped that every member of the 
House would be prepared to stand up in 
defence of his rights. 

Mr. Robertson said wo wore not in n 
position at present to say how fav we 
could support this Government, or to say 
whether a tax was expedient on inexpedi- 
ent or not. Now, certain public works 
were required to bedone,anuif we abolish 
this tax wo may find it impossible to do 
many necessary works. No tax could be 
imposed that would not be objectionable. 
He had assisted in abolishing the road- 
tolls which ho now regretted. He feared 
the House would go on striking oil' taxes 
until wo were reduced to the Crown sub- 
sidy. Tho question, ho submitted, was 
not one for the Speaker; but ho thought 
tho House might very proporly postpone 
the second reading until after the budget 
had been brought down. 

Mr. Smith piouounced his intention of 
voting for the Bill. 

Mr. Humphrey! was willing to have the 
second reading postponed. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho was sum tho 
hon. gentleman would not bo offended if 
ho said that he preferred the opinion and 
practice of men like Gladstone and other 
Parliamentary leaders in England to his, 
Tha principle that the introduction of bills 
involving taxation is a principlo vicious 
in itsoif lias long been established in Eng- 
land. The English rulo was clear that no 
private member could propose tlie appro- 
priation of money and he thought tliatpe 
titions for the reduction of taxation from 
private members were equally reprehen- 
sible. Finally, he admitted thero was no 
absolute rule in tho matter in question, 
but there was the custom followed in the 
British House of Commons to appeal to, 
and that practice there would not coun- 
tenance such action as tiio present, and 
ho called on the Speaker to decide the 
question once for nil, according to rule 
03. 

Mr. McCroight thought it certainly 
inexpodionttoallowtho liberty of hi i iging 
in of such bills to private members. As 
far as his experience went ho had found 
it always easy enough to repeal taxes, but 
it was not so easy to impose them. If 
privnte members could toil as well as tho 
mcmboi s of tho Government what revenuo 
would bo necessary to carry on tho affairs 
of the country they might bo allowed to 
bring in money hills. Now the Government 
did know and they woro tho proper per- 
sons to do it. This was certainly not tho 
time for putting way the revenues of the 
country when it was proposed to under- 
take large public works. Ho thought the 
Executive was weak enough and that it 
was not advisable to allow irresponsible 
members tho privilogo of weakening it 
still more. 

Mr. Booth hero offered a resolution on 
tho subject; but was interrupted by Mr. 
Walkem, that there was no notice on tho 
orders of tho day. 

Mr, Bunstor would liko to know if tho 
hon. Attorney-General's opinion was to 
bo sustained how any constituency not 
approving of a tax oould niako their own 
greivances— 



Mr. Walkem hero rose and called Mr. 
Sinister to order, 

Mr. Bunstor continued to speak out, 
and wns again culled to order by Mr. 
Booth. Mr. Bunstor in his turn called 
on the Speaker to call Mr. Booth to or- 
der, declaring that ho would not be gagged, 
ami ho thought it bad policy -for tho 
House to vote away its rights, as ho con- 
sidered they would do if they supported 
tho Government in this case.

In conclusion ho would say that, 
if members quietly gave up their rights 
now, they would speedily rind that they 
had lost their control over taxation, and 
without that what would bo tho valuo of 
Responsible Government? 

Mr. Beaven was surprised to hear so 
much discussion on the matter. Ho read 
from tho rules' in support of his opinion, 
that private members had not tho power 
claimed, and said that if members were 
dissatislied with tho courso of the Gov- 
ernment, they could atoncomovea vote of 
confidence. For his part ho would like 
to know how Go 'eminent were to frame 
tlie estimates if they were always liable to 
have their calculations upset by the re- 
peal of taxes at the instance of private 
members. 

Tim Speaker hero said that while he thought they 
could not do better ihiu to follow the English prece- 
dent, ho nevertheless concluded that be had better 
take the sens, of the House on the subject.
